| principul business of chivalry to anlinate and
cherial the ‘ast of these three. Aud whatever
bigh maguanimons energy the love of liberty or
religious zesl has ever 1moparteéd, was mtwllwl
by the exguisite sense ol honor whieh this in-
stitution presevved. Aod if we had opportunity,
we conld readily trace how much the faith, the
courage, and 1he patriotism of the niseteenth
ocentury owe to the wfluenoce of chivalry. Avd
the same writer thinks thal the most beantitul
ietinre of the true spirit of caivalry was the
gcbilkm of Homer, the representative ef this
influence in its most general jorm, with all its
sincerity and unylelding rectitude, all its cour-
tesies and muniicence.
